Today’schallenge for black stu- 
dents is to develop the skills neces- 
sary to help achieve economic jus- 
tice. In the past, skills needed by 
activists in the civil rights move- 
ment included courage, commit- 
ment, perseverance and short-term 
organizational skills. Students 
played a key role in demonstrating 
these skills, particularly in the pe- 
tiod from 1955 to 1965 when stu- 
dents were in the vanguard of the 
movement. In that period, students 
substituted for the participation of 
their elders, who were generally 
tied down with daily responsibili- 
ties. Students were the teachers to 
the rest of society, showing the world 
what commitment and faith реш. 
Students were the front line in the 
directaction periodof thecivilrights 
movement’s struggle. 

Skills needed today by the civil 
rights movementinclude those skills 
which black trade unionists develop 
in the labor movement. These skills 
include organizing and organiza- 
tional know-how, and an understand- 
ing of economics, politics, and coa- 
lition-building. To assist the move- 
ment, today’s black students can 
and must develop additional skills 
while building local organizations, 
skills such as analytical abilities 
and communications skills.

For our movement to be successful 
in the future, we must avoid the 
politics of symbolism, and empha- 
size the politics of substance, coali- 
tion, and substantial change.

Also in the 1960’s, Ray Jenkins of 
Detroit pointed out to anyone that 
would listen, that Jewish survivors 
of Hitler’s concentration camps re- 
ceived reparation payments from 
the West German government and 
observed, “I can’t understand why 
black Americans who have been 
treated worse than all of them, re- 
ceived nothing.” Undoubtedly Mr. 
Jenkins was referring toevents even 
greater than the holocaust, the 16 
million Africans who died in the 
Great Passage headed to slavery in 
the US. 

In 1989, Ray Jenkins was heard 
and heeded by legislators on the 
Detroit City Council, which passed 


our interests for reparations. Suc- 
cessful passage of Conyers’ bill 
could produce up to $100,000 for 
each black family of four. This 
would replace all the complaints 
about affirmative action, racism, 
exclusion and et cetera.

In 
1894 a bill introduced in the US 
Senate, after lobbying by black or- 
ganizations of that period, would 
have granted outright payments of 
up to $500 to all ex-slaves, and 
given them pensions ranging from 
$4 to $15 a month. This bill lan- 
guished and died in Congressional 
committees.

But our other Congressional 
representatives have yet to lift a 
finger to help us get paid our dues.

According to Ms. Cook, the 
Project’s objectives are to make 
classroom materials inclusive of all 
peoples, to create a more intellec- 
tual climate on campus, and to pro- 
vide resources to aid other faculty 
members in revising their curricula. 

This semester the Project is 
sponsoring a faculty fellowshippro- 
gram. Nine faculty members have 
been invited to study 
multiculturalism conceptsatweekly 
seminars and to use these concepts 
to revise their curricula. Ms. Cook 
hopes that the revisions completed 
during these fellowships will have 
animpacton other faculty members 
and, in the long run, on students. 

‘The Multi-Cultural Project has 
several programs planned for this 
spring. In March, a nationally re- 
nowned African-American author 
will lecture on campus. Later in the 
spring Dr. Mangu Sheth,aGlassboro 
State College sociology professor, 
will speak about the experiences of 
African-Americans and Latinos in 
the United States. Next fall, the 
Project will sponsor titles published 
by the “Before Columbus Founda- 
tion” will be the focus of a series of 
book discussions celebrating the 
discovery of America.

“The transplantation of organs 
and tissues is a miracle and a major 
accomplishment of modern medi- 
cine made possible through the com- 
passion of thoughtful citizens who 
give the gift of life,” Mayor James 
said. “because of this lifesaving res- 
toration process, surgeons are able 
to save thousands of lives every 


While the number of organ 
transplant operations in the Garden 
State grew from a total of 134 in 
1990 to 155 in 1991, New Jersey is 
one of the lowest in the United 
States. In organ donation, the Gar- 
den State has more than 800 resi- 
dents currently on transplant wait- 
ing lists, according to Sharing Net- 
work data. Organs and tissues were 
recovered from only 122 donors in 
New Jersey last year. Nationwide, 
there are 25,450 people on waiting 
lists for transplant donation.
